Sliockloe AlTiilr on Board U M.S Scoai, 

A few minutea efier 12 o'clock on Wednes- 
day nigbt a Bhocking aff.vir occurred on board 
H. U.S. Scout, lying in Ejquimalt harbor. A 
youog midshipman named Henry Francie 
Popham Sill, a native of Soffolk, England, 
while in Ihe gunner's room, shot himself 
through the head with a Snider rills 
Blmoal itntuedialely eipired. The to 
UDfonuurtlo youuK muQ'd head 
eomplately ull' i»ud fell on tho cabin lluor 
the blood and brains bespauered Ihoroom and 
oeilioR. Tboball was duj out ot llio ceiling 
after the discovery ol iho affair (which 
almost immediataly after the shot w.ib tired) 
by Artbot PageiBontry at Captain Gator's door. 
Sill lived only a few moments after being 
found. The Coroner wus notified and held 
at ioqaest yesterday afiernoou at the Naval 
Hospital, till) foUowiug-uaTied geotlemea act* 
ing aa jurors: — il. K. Wilby, (loreman), Wm. 
Roihweil, Tboiiiad Dudd, John Harman, 
Walter Brookmau and Richard Downer. 
The evidence taken wna that of the ofHcers and 
man o' the .Scout, and went to show that the 
deceased had been reprimuiidud frequently for 
non-performance of duty, and that when spoken 
to by the Captain or senior Lieutenant ho 
would laugh in their facea and repeal the 
offence alajoat immediately afterwardd. A 
abort lima ago oapt Cator was compelled to 
knock three mouths offhia time, and on Wed- 
nescla^ b«iwairi punisbed by the Senior Lieu- 
tenant, who placed^hlm on the poop-deck for 
sis hours and a half. ThU aaein to have prey- 
ed upon hli ttind and ai -bis leave was not 
stopped he went ashore and drank freely, lie 
returned aboard wilb other oflicera about 
eleven o'clock and acted in a most extraordi- 
nary and ecceilrio manner. Shortly after 12 
o'clock ho appears to havo gone into his room 
and taken fiom his chest the photographs of n 
Bister, a brother, his father, and of M. M. S. 
Bristol, and on the buck of bis sister's photo- 
graph he addressed her as "Dear Fanny," and 
begged her to ask "lather aud Jo" to lorgiva 
him aa he did not know what he was doing. 
He added that ha had intended to sboot one 
of the ship's company as well as himself; but 
thought better ol it. On tbe back of another 
photograph be requesttd one of the stewards 
to pay. a iflff trifling aoooants aud asked him 
to say good bys. to the Mess. Be then seems 
to bave removed a Salder from the gonrack, 
loaded it and seated himself in a cbair, placed 
the muzzle of the weapon against the left 
side of his head and touched the trigger with 
bis right thumb. Upon searchingthe deceased's 
pockets ihero were found a ball cartridge, 
such as is used lor a Snider rifle, a pipe, a 
piece of tobacco, a key, a pocketbandkercbief 
and a dime. Drs Carroll aud Jennings testis 
fied as to the nature of the injury and cause 
of death. Both gentlemen gave it as their 
opinion that the deceased was not ia his right 
mind. The witnesses all spoke of him aa a 
young man of eccentrio babits and vary negli 
gent. Tbemosl important evidence elicitid 
we give below, 

B. -R Oator, Captain of H.H.S.Soont, sworn, 
—I produce lour blood-stained photographs 
(referrfd to above) which were given to me 
by the Senior Lieutenant of the Sbtp this 
tnorniog. The writing on tbe back is that of 
the deceastd. lie has never been ilUtreatod. 
When reported and brought on the ([uarter- 
deck he always laughed ui an ecccninc way. 
lie was reported more tnquently than any 
other Midshipman lur nejjligtiice, and whon I 
hftva spoken to him quietly in my cnbin he 
bas grinni-d suporciliiously and foolishly. I 
have spoken to tbe otScera about his conduct 
and tbry said that bo always acted aimilarly 
towards ibem. He was always treated Uniently 
and punished mildly— milder than I bave been 
pnnisbed, and all officers bave gone Ibrongb 
tbe same thine. 

To the Forman — I|bave bad occsalon to write 
to the Admiralty telling them Umi I hive 
been compelled to deprive bim of ihreo montlis' 
time lor neglect of duly. 'I'his miiy have 
preyed i}poa his mind. I'reviously 1 liad re- 
monstrated with bim as a Irieud but wi;liout 
effect. Yesterday he was given nn extra 
watch; but his Uavo was not ttopped, as be 
went ou shore and returned iu the evening. 

It. H. Welling, recalled — Ueoessed was 
0008 asked wby be polled around lo a bo^t 
by himself, and ho B»id he proletrtd to be 
alone, tiava ihougLt him very peculiar in 
bla Kanner; wbeii bum^ reiDun t u'td with 
be «»ould grin, lie lias tievor boon bars .- 
Jr treated by tbo senior Luutjuiint or 
other oflioers of tbe s'lip. O.ia ouo oco^a'on 
tbo let Litot. remarked to me that bo could 
not atood Mr. Sill's InsuleLt munuar v,haa 
spoken to, Ht) had juai boon reporied ogain 
by the NivigaUng Licut for ncgUct ul duly, 
nod on reraor filri.tmp; with hiin lie liuiijliea 
iu bis eenior olliuer's [*ce.
